Records of Llewellyn R. Van Pat- 
ten, Jr., town clerk, show the first 
entries in his record in April 1850. 

The state assembly passed a law 
in 184D providing for the setting up 
of townships if the counties desired 
them, and providing for a referen- 
dum the following year. 

Lake county voted overwhelming- 
ly for the plan and in April of 1850 
the county was divided into town- 
ships. Some changes have been 
made since- then, but Antioch town- 
ship was one of the first established. 

There is talk of a celebration of 
the centennial next year, Waucon 
da already having started its plans 
in that township. 

A history of Antioch township 
will be compiled.

Frank M. Dubin, 62 
Killed by Falling Tree 
At Cross Lake Sat. 



Frank M. Dubcn, G2, of Cross 
lake, was fatally injured early Sat- 
urday afternoon when he was 
crushed by a falling tree, 

Mr. Duben was helping Martin 
Kehoe cut down several poplar 
trees around the Kehoe residence. 
His grandson Robert, 20, held a rope 
tied to the tree as a guide. When 
the tree fell Mr. Dubcn stepped be- 
tween it and a parked car and the 
tree pinned him against a pipe car- 
rier fastened to the right front 
fender of the truck, crushing his 
chest. 

Brought first to a physician in 
Antioch by the Antioch Rescue 
squad, Mr. Duben was given first 
aid treatment and then rushed to 
Victory Memorial hospital in Wau- 
kegan, but he died on the way 
there. 

Born February 7, 1887 in Chicago, 
Frank M. Duben lived there until 
17 years ago when he moved to 
Cross lake. He was employed for a 
number of years as a sheet metal 
worker for the Robinson Furnace 
Co., 4600 W. Monroe st„ Chicago, 
and was a member of the Sheet 
Metal Local No. 73 of that city.

The railroads are always ready to serve you. 
If you want to travel, a passenger train is waiting. If 
you want to ship freight, in large or small amounts, 
you know it will go through, swiftly, surely, and 
economically. 

That kind of service is only made possible by 
a policy of never-ending expansion and betterment 
of all the facilities the railroads use. 

In 1949, for instance, the American railroads 
operated each day a greater mileage of fast, modern 
passenger train service than ever before — and moved 
more tons of freight for each hour of freight train 
service than ever before. That is one of the results 
of the $4,000,000,000 expenditure for improvements 
made by the rails since the war ended. They have 
installed nearly 300,000 new freight ears. They have 
built 4700 new locomotives. They have put into ser- 
vice enough new passenger cars to make up more than 
300 streamlined trains. And they have improved 
everything that is needed to run a railroad. 

The public has benefited immeasurably from 
such progress. The railroad owners, to the contrary, 
have not.

The industry hopes for a better experience 
in 1950." In any event, the country has been given 
ever-improving service, and the railroads remain the 
backbone of our whole transportation system. 

Fire Kills the Helpless 
The city of Memphis, Tennessee, was chosen 
from among 3,702 American and Canadian municipali- 
ties, fire departments and military establishments as 
winner of the 1949 National Fire Prevention Week 
contest sponsored by the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters and the National Fire Protection Ass'n. 
Second and third places among U. S. cities went to 



Atlantic, Iowa, and Ft. Collins, Colrado. An Interna- 
tional committee of judges based its decisions on the 
scrap books, clippings, photographs, records and mo- 
tion picture evidence of activities during the Week. 

The communities which won have cause for 
great and enduring pride. So have those which also 
competed but did not win. They can try again and 
do better. Here is one contest in which every city 
and town should participate. 

A short time ago, the nation witnessed another 
horrible fire, in the hospital disaster nt Davenport, 
Iowa which killed 40 mentally-deranged women in 
spite of heroic work by the firemen and others. The 
cause of this fire may never be known, but the build- 
ing bcame an inferno with incredible rapidity. One 
good can come out of this ghastly tragedy — it should 
cause those in charge of all hospitals, public and pri- 
vate, to take full advantage of the campaign recently 
initiated by the National Board of Fire Underwriters 
to inspect the nation's hospitals, and to show how fire 
hazards may be eliminated. The inspections are be- 
ing made by qualified experts, and have nothing to 
do with commercial aspects of insurance. 

Once more fire has struck, killing the helpless. 
How many more object lessons are needed to get the 
fullest public cooperation for fire prevention?

Control of Scarcity 

Reader's Digest recently carried a revealing 
article by Henry J. Taylor on British business meth- 
ods. The point of it is that, even before the Labor 
government came to power, free enterprise as we 
know it did not exist in England. 

Mr. Taylor said, "It has always been legal for 
manufacturers, middlemen and retailers each to fix 
prices among themselves and, further, for all of them 
together to fix and enforce prices collectively at 
every step along the line. . , .

"There can bo no 
free enterprise without competition." 

It may be that post British economic policies 
were one reason why the country adopted socialism — 
government and business had been working together 
so long to control everything, at the expense of the 
consumer, that the people may have decided that 
they might as well go whole hog. In any event, the 
contrast With this country is glaring. Here every 
manufacturer competes with other manufacturers. 
and if an opportunity occurs to cut prices, and so get 
more business, it is seized upon with enthusiasm. Eve- 
ry retailer, whether it be a chain with hundreds of 
stores or a small operation with but one, is constantly 
looking for ways and means to attract customers — in- 
cluding lower prices, better service, and other induce- 
ments. This spirit — ihe spirit of open competition — is 
the very heart of free enterprise. And it's one reason 
we have abundance when most of the rest of the 
world has scarcity.

In 1781 Andrew Jackson, then 
14 years of age, enlisted in tho 
American Army was captured 
and thrown Into prison, whero 
ho had smallpox. His mother, 
Elizabeth Hutchinson Jackson, 
through exchange, arranged for 
his release and nursed him back 
to health. 

Responding to an urgent ap- 
peal, sho left him to go to 
Charleston to nurse some sick 
neighbors who were confined 
there on n British hospital ship. 
This errand of mercy cost her 
life. Sho caught yellow fever 
and died. Almost her last words 
to her young son were: 

Andrew, If 1 should not see 
you again, I wish you to re- 
member and treasure up some 
things I have already said to 
you. In this world you will have 
to make your own way. To do 
that, you must have friends. 
You can make friends by being 
honest, and you can keep them 
by being steadfast You must 
keep tn mind that friends worth 
having with In the long run ex- 
pect as much from you as they 
give you. To forget an obliga- 
tion or to bo ungrateful for a 
klndneat Is a base crime — not 
merely a fault or a sin, but an 
actual crime. Men guilty of It; 
sooner or later must suffer the : 
penalty. 

In personal conduct be al- 
ways polite but never obsequ- 
ious. None will respect you 
more than you respect yourself. 
Avoid quarrels as long as you 
can without yielding to Imposi- 
tion. But sustain your manhood 
always. Never bring a suit in 
law for assault and battery or 
for defamation. The law affords 
no remedy for such outrages 
than can satisfy the feelings of 
a true man. 

Never wound the feelings of a 
true man. 

Never brook wanton outrage 
upon your own feelings of 
others. Never brook feelings. If 
ever you have to vindicate your 
feelings or defend your honor, 
do It calmly. If angry at first, 
waft until your wrath cools be- 
fore you proceed. 

These words were repeated by 
Andrew Jackson on his birth- 
day.

1 * sn'd General 
Jackson. "1 wish she ould havo 
lived to see tills day. There 
never was n woman like her.

Mr. Wickert lead the discus- 
sion and cited several experi- 
ments which have been carried out 
on the famous Morrow Plots at the 
University of Illinois where differ- 
ent crop rotations have had different 
influences on the yield of corn. A 
rotation of corn, oats and clover 
with soil treatment of manure, lime 
and rock phosphate grown on the 
same soil for 42 years has increased 
the yields from 55 bushels per acre 
in 1004 to 95 bushels in 1940. On the 
same soil where corn was grown 
every year with no soil treatment 
the corn yield dropped from 40 bu. 
to 23 bushels in 58 years.
